Pindell 
spent some time along tbe eecond 
line ot trenohee extending for thirty 
miles in the VUtsntr of >Nttocy where 
he saw, as he put It, "everything 
but tbe actual murdering of the 
men. He returned a Arm believer 
In the neoesalty for this eountry 
keeping out of the conflict. 

"I am not a peace propagandist,*' 
be said, "but It all Americans could 
see what I have seen they would 
never go to extreme measures ex- 
c»[ i aa a last resort. Tbe situation 
In Europe defies description. Nsw 
words and phrases will be aeeded to 
tall tbe horror of It. 

"However, a premature ending of 
the war would be a misfortune. It 
is bsst for future peace to let tbem 
finish, but I do not want to see 
America drawn In. 

"'Francs is a strange, new, sub- 
dued nation, but she Is preparing to 
fight to the end.

"I talked to a man near Carency.

Of Munitions of War Manu 
factured in United 
States 

The United States is becoming 
the most important, producer ot 
munitions of war. The plant a 
Bethlehem, Penna., has four 
times the capacity of the German 
plant at Essen, in Milwaukee, in 
Chicago, in East S\ Louis, in 
New Jersey, and at several points 
in New England are large facto- 
ries engaged in the manufacture 
of shells, cartridges and small 
arms. The Bethlehem works, re 
cently much enlarged, have one 
contract for eight thouand can 
non to be ready for delivery with- 
in forty days. S3 many gun stocks 
have been made— over eight mil- 
lions — that tbe walnut is getting 
short, and substitutes are being 
used. There is a propaganda being 
urged on by pro-Germans in the 
United States against our expor- 
tation of armaments and am 
munition. For us to cease to sup- 
ply the allies at this time would 
place them at the mercy of the 
Austro-Uerman forces who have 
done nothing for tbe past 25 years 
except to make ammunition and 
guns and drill recruits for this 
war. If the allies are ahla to hold 
their own and thus to preserve 
human liberty from destruction 
then it will be for the reason that 
America is famishing tbe am- 
muuitioo. The same ammunition 
would have to be u«ed by us later 
on if not bv the allies now.
